> A GOOD STATE. 


In its coast review of the year the 
San Francisco Chronicle takes a 
more hopeful view of Nevada’s fu- 
ture than mapy of its owo papers 
‘and officers who advertise it as an 
ash heap. During the past year 
Nevada bas apparentiy passed out 
of its business lethargy and resumed 
its old state of bustle and activity. 
Aside from the spurt iu stocks,there 
has been a steady iucrease of the 
bullion output of the State. On the 
Comstock the plan of working the 
low-grade ores in a series of mills 
run by water.power down the de- 
clivity of six-mile canyon has 
placed the reduction of ores upon a 
much cheaper basis, enabling the 
mine managers to work ores which 
two years ago would have been sent 
to the waste dump. The water pipe 
is now being laid, and will cost 
$1,500,000. 

Since the erection of the redue- 
tion works at Reno, ore ofall de- 
scriptions, and much heretofore con- 
sidered rebellious,is coming in from 
the different mining camps of the 
State. These reduction works have 
long been needed, as heretofore the 
custom mills bave only dealt with 
free milling ore. Some of the re- 
bellious ore treated at the Reno 
works runs way intothe hundreds 
and the mill will be worked to its 
fullest capacity. 

The cattle trade of the State has 
grown to vast proportions, and ia 
now bidding fair to become the 
paramount industry. Up to within 
the last year the ordinary scrub 
stock of the big ranges was the 
highest aim of the cattlemen, but 
the last two State Fairs show a 
marked increase in the importation 
of thoroughbreds. The leading 
cattlemen are bringing into the 
State the best blooded cattle to be 
had for money, and the Shorthorn, 
Hereford, Jersey, Holstein, Devon 
aud Polled Angus breeds receive 
the attention which they deserve. 
The cattlemen are vow introducing 
thoroughbred bulls on their ranges, 
as they realize that before many 
years the restricted area will com- 
pel them to aim to put the greatest 
value on the smallest possible acre- 
age. There is every indication that 
agriculture will at an early day 
supplant mining as the leading in- 
dustry of tue State. 

The press of this State have been 
advocating several measures which 
would very materially aid in en- 
hancing the prosperity of Nevada 
if enacted by the coming Legisla- 
ture Chief among these is the es- 
tablishment of a State Immigra- 
tion Bureau similar to that of “al- 
fornia. 

Besides these State measures sev- 
eral other very important schemes 
to secure ald for Nevada from Con- 
gress have also been recently much 
discussed. One is to obtain an appro- 
priation from Congress to aid in 
sinking the combination shaft to a 
depth of 5,000 feet, thus thoroughly 
testing the capacity of the great 
lode. 


The plan to induce the United 
States Government to co-operate 
with the State Government in sink- 
ing artesian wells and to make by- 
drographical and topographical sur- 
veys, thus determining the source 
of supply and the means for storing 
and utilizing the waters of the

R. R, Wreck. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIREIN ROME 


Sudden Death at Washington of a 
C. P. R. BR. Cfficial.

A Terrible Railroad Accident. 
Tirrin, Ohio, January 4. 

The fast train on the Baltimore & 
Ohio R. R., which left New York 
about 9 o’clock yesterday for Chicago 
with five coaches and four sleepers, 
all well filled with passengers, col- 
lided with an eastern-bound freight 
train seven miles east of this city, 
about 4 o’clock this morning. The 
fast train was about 50 minutes late 
and was running ata rate of 60 miles 
an hour, passing Republic, a small 
station, like a flash. They rushed 
along to Curoe, one mile west of town, 
when suddenly the engineer saw a 
freight train under full headway, 
within 100 yards of him. He at once 
apvlied the brake and reversed bis en- 
gine, but it did no good, and in an in- 
stantthe crash came, telescoping the 
coaches and piling them upon each 
other. To add consternation 
to the horrible scene, a _ fire 
broke out in the smoking-car 
and soon spread to the other cars. 
Many were killed outright, while 
others were wedged in among the 
broken cars. Slowly the cars were 
consumed by the flames, and the 
screams OT the wounded and the dying 
were heart-rendering, but no assist- 
ance could be given until a farmer, 
awakened by the crash, came, and 
with ether neighbors, worked like 
heroes to save the perishing. At this 
writing, 19 dead bodies bad been re- 
covered, and they lie burned and dis- 
figured in the snow beside the track. 
Help was sent from Republic and this 
city as soon as the news was received. 
It is a fearful sight, and recalls the 
Ashtabula horror of the winter of 1877 
It is impossible to give the names of 
the killed or wounded at this time. 
The cause of the disaster is yet un- 
known. 

Later reports say that 10 persons 
were killed, one being burned to 
death, and 10 or more seriously in- 
jured, Fourteen first-class Chicago 
and Western mai) pouches, and 13 
pouches of second-class matter were 
entirely burned. These contained 
much registered matter, and were des- 
tined for all parts ot Eastern New Eng- 
land. The mails which were saved 
will be brought to this city. Two 
corpses were on the train,one of which 
was entirely. consumed. . 

It is now estimated that 22 persons 
were burned to death in the train 
wreck to-day. 

Defeating Themselves. 
New York, January 4. 

The dissatisfaction with the ruling 
powers of the Knights of Labor con- 
tinues to grow, and it is doubtful if 
halfthe members of District Assem- 
bly No, 49 are In sympathy with the 
actions of the leaders of thai body. Of 
the 75,000 or 100,000 members of the 
district, at least 30,000 are suspended, 
and a good proportion of the member- 
ship of locals, which are not sus- 
pended, do not believe in the leaders. 
It is not probable, however, that there 
will be an open revolt until after the 
question of a special session of the 
General Assembly has been set/led. =

All the jewels belonging to 
he Princess, allthe valuable pictures 
including a small Raphael, and the 
whule of the splendid collection of 
ancient furniture on the second fioor 
were burned. The loss is $1,000,000, 
The palace was not insured.

sities of the genus homo would 
have to go unsatisfied, and the juicy 
steak, the round of beef and the 
royal roast, as well as most of the 
other delicate and substantial 
features of the universal cuisine, 
would be myths. The Chronicle 
gives a s-ries of cuts illustrating 

Butchertown in San Fraacisco. It 
lies beyond Loug bridge, south of 
the city. The slaughter houses 
used to be on Brannan and Ninth. 
The butchers have built a vew 
bridge to replace the old city bridge 
and it saves two or three miles in 
travel. It cost them $20,000 aod 
was opened on Christmas day. 
Meantime the city wil! replace the 
old bridge with a solid roadway. 
Contrary to the idea conveyed by 
the name, the slaughter hduses are 


NOTABLE FOR CLEANLINESS. 


It must be so to prevent contam- 
ination of the great quantities ot 
fresh meat which hangs there. 
Iwice a day every house is 
thoroughly scrubbed and cleaned. 
Iu killing, the auimals are rendered 
thoroughly unc >vscious by the first 
‘biow aud are sever tortured or 
abused. The very orthodox Jews 
have a special way of killiug cattle 
and a specially appointed siaugh- 
terer who kilis only 61 Moudays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays. In- 
stead of stunning the beeves, the 
throat is cut and the cattle are bled, 
a s.iake is afterward driven through 
the entire length of the body, and a 
sword is driven at right angles, 
forming a cross, and no meat han- 
dled by Gentiles is ever touched by 
the strict Israelite. On the other 
hand, the meat killedin this way 
is said to be the best and more than 
one Gentile connoisseur among the 
big First-avenue butchers gives it 
the preference. 


NOTHING IS WASTED; 


Every portion of the animal is 
turned to account. Tbe beef is ol! 
course sold to the butchers ino the 
city and to large restaurants or ho- 
tel keepers. ‘Thé hides are salted 
by salters and sold to tanners to be 
turned into leather. ‘The bones are 
ground dowu to make _ -o-called 
guano or bone manure, aod ihe 
refuse meat is also used to make 
fertilizers. The feet of the cattle 
are used to produce neatsfoot oil, 
The entrails are thoreughly cleansed 
and used in the making of saus- 
ages. The lights and liver make 
splendid hog feed, producing firm 
pork, The fat and suet, brains and 
heads go to the candle works and 
soap makers, and lastly, the blood 
is used for the refining of sugar. 
In the same way the different 
parts of the sheep are used; the 
heads aud the feet go to the tripe 
compacy and the skins to the tan- 
ners. A wool skin, wiih a year’s 
fleece on, is worth about $1 25 to 
$140 a sheerling—that is, the 
shorn sheepskin is worth about 30 
vents.

Noanimals are killed until they 
have rested quietly in the corrals 
for two days at least and have had 
time to thoroughly cool offand re- 
cover from the fatigue of the jour- 
ney. Cattle brought from a dis- 
tance are kept four or five days in 
the corral, and all are fed on the 
best hay procurable. Every morn- 
ingjust as many cattle as can be 
slzughtered in aday are driven from 
the corrals to the slaughter-houses, 
and as the former are some 
little distance from the latter the 
air breathed by the cattle up to the 
moment of killing is perfectly pure. 
The number killed in this city and 
Oakland in a month is from 8,000 
to 10,000, about one-fouith the 
number being killed across the bay.

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Bathing in Great Salt Lake. 


As there is much misapprehension 
-in regard to the effects of a bath in 
Great Salt Lake, I determined to try 
the experiment. There are three 
bathing places about sixteen miles 
from the city, reached after a ride 
over a strip of desest country on a 
narrow ga road owned by the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company, all 
of the local officers and employes of 
which are Mormons. The location is 
certainly a charming one, and well 
worthy a visit, As a background, 
a high promontory of the Ogquirrh 
Range juts upwards but a few hun- 
dred feet from the shore, while a 
long chain of the Wasatch Range 
bounds the southern shore in a semi- 
circular shape, fading away in the 
west until the distant peaks are 
blended with the shadows of the 
crags of Antelope Island, which rears 
aloft its jagged face directly in front. 
Scarcely a ripple disturbs the smooth 
surface of the dark green water, 
which stretches away as far as the 
eye can see. The places selected for 
bathing havea bottom of soft,.white 
sand, the boundaries Of the shallow 
water being marked by lines of rope, 
and extending out 200 Or 300feet. It 
is a strange sight to Watch several 
hundred people taking a sea bath 
and coming out as dry as when they 
entered. To swallow a quantity of 
the water is to invite strangulation, 
but the head can be safely ducked 
under water provided the mouth and 
eyes are kept tightly closed. How- 
ever, very few seem inclined to take 
these chances, and so the number 
who dive under are easily counted, 
but they prove that the danger is 
overestimated, but that the reported 
terrible effects of thorough immer- 
sion are the result of a baseless super- 
stition, and bave no existence in fact. 
A severe burning results from getting 
the water into the eyes, but frequent 
repetition accustoms the bathers to 
the strength of the saline solution, 
and the few who indulge ina genuine 
plunge do so with the utmost impu- 
nity. A novel spectacle is furnished 
by a long line of men and women, 
with hands interlocked, strung out 
over the water, floating without ef- 
fort, the density of the water keeping 
them above the surface.
